CASHIER BORROWED MONET 


But Directors Appeared to Be Obliv- 


ious of Fast Approaching Crisis — 
Stockholders May Oppose Assessment 
•f • Hundred Percent 


Salem, Mass., Feb. 9.—Salem and the 


neighboring 
city of Peabody 
are 


thoroughly astounded at the develop- 
ment* which have gone to show an al- 
most incredibly loose state of affairs 
In the South Danvers National bank of 
Fcabody. 
The wonder is that the 


wreck ascribed to Sept. 19 last could 
Lave been so complete as is now re- 
vealed. 


Ex-Cashier George M. Foster, who 


%«'»» arrested 
In Boston 
yesterday, 


charged with 
the embezzlement of 


$3600 of the funds of the bank, is not 
wholly blamed by those of his friends 
who pretend to know something about 
the bank's affairs, for they claim that 
the directors 
must have 
known, if 


they knew anything about the bank 
at all, that Foster was borrowing money 
from tbe bank and loading tbe institu- 
tion up with paper of the United Tan- 
ners' Glue compauy of Peabody. 


It ia also generally talked about thai 


the directors were borrowers to a con 
•Iderable extent from their own bank. 
One of them is said to be indebted to 
the bank to the extent of $10,000 and 
another for $14,000. 
A Boston pro- 


moter of various enterprises also is said 
to be a debtor of the bank to the ex- 
tent of $100,000. 
The Peabody and 


Salem depositors and stockholders, the 
latter of whom hare recenaly been 
called upon for an assessment of 100 
percent, are also asking of what use 
the bank examiner is if he could not 
•ee tbat things were fast approaching 
a climax. 


One of the heaviest holders of the 


stock In Salem says that he has not met 
his assessment, and he does not know 
whether he shall ever do so until com- 
pelled to by process of law. 
He thinks 


tbe fact that things were mn in such 
a 
slipshod, 
unbusinesslike 
manner 


night be just grounds for declining to 
meet his assessment and making a 
fight 
Inquiry among the stockholders 


and depositors fails to show any or- 
ganization to fight the assessment, but 
It will not be surprising if they com- 
bine their Interests and do their utmost 
to defeat the proposition to collect the 
stock assessment. 


The depositors at first thought that 


100 percent could be paid on deposits, 
but the deeper the receivers probe into 
the affairs of the bank the worse they 
seem. 
Some bank men dp not believe 


that over 50 percent can be cleaned up 
for the depositors out of the wreck. 


Second only in interest to the crim- 


inal proceedings against the ex-cashier 
Is the civil 
action brought 
against 


George 
M. Foster and his surviving 


bondsman, Jacob Young of Salem, to 
recover money alleged to have been 
wrongf ully taken from the funds of the1 
bank by FosWr for his own use. On 
Dec. 15,1900, an attachment in the sum 
of $20,000 -was filed at the registry of 
deeds against Jacob Young in an ac- 
tion of contract, brought by the South 
Danvers National bank of Peabody. 
Five days later another attachment in 
the sum of |20,000 was filed against 
Jacob Young and George M. Foster. 
Slnee'then the declaration in the second 
of these suits has been filed in thf 
clerk of courts' office, and the first one 
has been abandoned. This declaration 
Is made by Irving B. Sayles, bank com- 
missioner. 


In the suit against George Af. Foster 


alone, for $20,000, in an action of con- 
tract, the declaration of Sayles, through 
his counsel, alleges that the defendant 
made a certain promissory note payable 
to himself or order, and that the de- 
fendant endorsed the same to tho 
plaintiff. 
This note is dated April 3 


1900, and is for the sum of $1172.50. It 
IK drawn to "myself or order" and 
signed "George M. Foster." The bone! 
upon which suit is thus brought to re- 
cover is signed by Foster himself, ther 
by Jacob Young of Salem and Ira Fos 
ter of Peabody, as bondsmen. Ira Fos- 
ter is now dead, and Jacob Young ii- 
dangei-ously ill. This bond is dated 
Jan. 6, 1882, and is for $20,000. 
Ja 


cob Young is George M. Foster's father- 
in-law, and was formerly a music deal- 
er, piano tuner and pianoforte instruct- 
or, but he has been retired for five or 
six years.

Easier u Woolen Goods Market

in retail lines a little this week, and at 
the west and south distribution of mer- 
chandise is on a satisfactory scale.

manufactured goods are steady in all 
directions. 
Pressure to sell is eveiy- 


where conspicuously absent. 
Jobbers 


report good orders for spring goods, par- 
ticularly for the western trade, and the 
only complaint still comes from the 
woolen goods market in the east, which 
has not yet felt the expected stimulus. 
In this line, however, prices do not de- 
cline, and agents expect better condi- 
tions. 


Large operations in the stocks of lead- 


ing steel companies do not affect tne 
volume of business or the prices of their, 
products as yet, and probably will hav* 
no material influence in the future. 
Quotations will depend on the relation 
of supply to demand, which at present 
gives an undertone of great strength. 


Activity continues in footwear, job- 


bers placing large contracts at well 
sustained prices. 
No alterations are 


reported in quotations, but there is some 
evidence of slight reduction in quality, 
purchasers refusing to advance their 
figures and accepting somewhat low^r 
grades instead. 
This apccars to be 


practically equivalent to a rise in prices. 


The textile industries do not revive 


appreciably, even the lower tempera- 
ture failing to infuse life into woolens, 
aside from better retail dealings.

when he arrived there he found no ' 
trace of the alleged hotel.

ture of La Gloria which he drew was 
anything but a rosj one. Florence 
stated that he took possession of two 
lots of land, but could not secure any 
title to them, as the company's repre- 
sentatives there admitted that they had 
no title themselves, and a native claimed 
that the land in question really be- 
longed to him.

Newest of all gaits is the "arsenical 


walk," which may be acquired, says 
George A. De Lessing, a chemist, by the 
drinking of beer made from glucose. 
Mr. De Lessing is a member of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, at the 
meeting of w&ieh a few days ago Pro 
fessor Lanjjmuir announced lie had 
found traces of arsenic in American 
beers, says the Xcw York Herald. 
There was an indignant protest from 
the chemists interested iu the manu- 
facture of glucose and of the "simple 
elirir of malt and hops." 


Mr. De Lessiug says that while resid- 


ing in London last year he observed 
the strange halting gait of the English 
beer drinkers, and be has also seen it 
in New York city breweries, where the 
employees are permitted to have as 
much beer as they wish to drink. The 
chemist has not made a test of Ameri- 
can beers, as Professor Langmuir saya 
he has done, but he thinks It likely 
that many of the cheaper kinds contain 
enough arsenic to be deleterious to 
health. 


"In England," says he, "I was em- 


ployed in the laboratory of a well 
known manufacturing concern. I had 
an opportunity to observe the effects of 
arseniated beers upon many persons. 
The presence of the arsenic is due to 
the effort to cheapen the product of the 
breweries. Glucose is derived from po- 
tato starch, which has been treated 
with sulphuric acid. England manu- 
factures large quantles of sulphuric 
acid. Instead of using the pure sul- 
phur, which is brought from Italy and 
Is expensive, the British manufactur- 
ers utilize Iron pyrites, which contains 
a quantity of arsenic. 


"Of course the sulphuric acid may 


be made chemically pure. In the crude 
stata it is so cheap that the temptation 
is to use it It costs only a half penny 
a pound. In the making of the glucose 
German potato starch is treated with 
a 2 per cent solution of sulphuric acid. 
In the glucose which results there is 
more than a mere trace of arsenic. In 
some cases there has been as much as 
three-tenths of 1 per cent. 


"The arsenic accumulates In the sys- 


tem. The victim suffers from neuritis. 
The skin of the soles of the feet be- 
comes hard aud scales. The muscles 
of the lower limbs become hardened, 
and as a result you eee that peculiar 
gait which has become common with 
Englishmen who drink beer In large 
quantities. I remember to have asked 
a physician in London why so many 
persons had that peculiar walk. 
" 'It is either arsenical or mercurial 


poisoning,' he answered. 'I have not 
investigated the matter.' 


"More than 2,000 cases due to ar- 


seniated beer have been studied in 
Great Britain. The crusade against 
this beverage has accomplished some 
good. I received a letter a few days 
ago from a friend of mine who is a 
physician in Manchester, where so 
many cases of poisoning from beer 
have been observed. He said that re- 
cent analyses showed that the beer 
was free from arsenic. He writes that 
the brewers have beea importing crude 
beet sugar frem Germany •which con- 
tains nethiHjf harmful. Yet cases of 
arsenical poisening are still reported, 
for arsenic is stored in the system. It 
may be three or four years before 
these cases entirely disappear. 


"One of the most marked cases of 


the walk caused by the drinking of 
Impure beer 1 saw in a brewery on 
the east side. The man was a driver, 
and he was permitted to drink as much 
beer as he liked. I fear that I may 
be accused of exaggerating, but my 
recollection is that it was no infrequent 
thing for that man to have 50 beer 
checks a day. He walked like the vic- 
tims of the arseuiated English beer. 


"The gentleman who wrote to the 


above mentioned paper the other day 
that it would take five barrels of beer 
at a dose to have any effect was a good 
mathematician, no doubt, but I think 
that he has failed to take a few other 
facts into consideration."

Howard Gregs of San Francisco is 


familiar with the Boers on account of 
a residence of some years' duration at 
Johannesburg, and the other day, In 
speaking of the South African war at 
the Waldorf-Astoria to a reporter of 
the New York Tribune, he said: 


"I do not share the generally express* 


ed opinion that the Boer is fighting for 
a hopelessly lost cause. By that I do 
not mean tbat he will again occupy the 
position he did prior to the commence- 
ment of hostilities, but I am inclined 
to the opinion ttfat sooner or later a 
peace will be declared In which greater 
or less freedom and Independence to 
the Boers as a nation will be guaran- 
teed. Oertaimy Edward Vli's procla- 
mation naming Milner as paramount 
lord of the Transvaal would seem to 
point ia this direction. 
If England 


doesn't compromise with the Boers, 
they will make her tenure of the coun- 
try a disagreeable and expensive thing. 
I believe they can keep up the guerrilla 
system of warfare they have embarked 
on for years, and so long as any of 
them are left in the field bearing arms 
England will be forced to maintain a 
heavy military establishment In South 
Africa—so heavy, indeed, that it will 
Boon prove a heartbreaking strain to 
the taxpayers. 
The British soldier 


learns but slowly and is tied up in red 
tape and tradition. A friend of mine 
who served there gave me an instance 
of the nonprogressivenesa of their offi- 
cers which would have brought on a 
cojrt martial lud it occurred in the 
American army.

Orer Three Taounaa* Fer«o» Im th* 


Cort«Sf» It«el(—Strtidns Group* of 
Naval V«tera»« aad Veteran Army

Robert*—Royalty Well Guarded. 
Forty thousand men lined the route 


ef Queen Victoria's funeral procession, 
through Londc* on Saturday, Feb. 2. 
Of these 7,000 were police, and the rest 
were troops of all arms, 25,000 of whom 
had been arriving from all parts of the 
country, throughout Friday night and 
up to 4 o'clock Saturday aiomiag, 
writes the New York Sun's London cor- 
respondent 
They were quartered in 


railway sheda, buildings of tha school 
board and in other large structures. In 
the Olyinpla, in which the Buffalo Bill, 
Barnuna aad similar large shows have 
been held, 5,500 of these troops were 
quartered. All of tbe troops break- 
fasted at 5 a. m., returniug after the 
procession for dinner, and immediately 
thereafter embarking on special trains i 
for-their homes after a bard but ever 
memorable day. 


In the cortege itself there were rath- 


er more than £,500 persons all told. 
This Is no great number for the funeral 
escort of a great monarch through her 
capital; but, not counting Innumerable 
members of the British nobility, it in- 
cluded four kings, one emperor, 20 roy- 
al princes aod in addition the direct 
heirs to six thrones, nine ruling grand 
dukes or princes, the khedive's brother, 
one queen, seven royal princesses and 
three royal duchesses. 


Along the route, besides the features 


mentioned elsewhere, a noticeable point 
was the aspect of Buckingham palace, 
every blind of which was down and 
drawn. The huge fore court was clos- 
ed entirely and empty with the excep- 
tion of two eintfte lines of troops, which 
were ranged along from the entrance 
to the palace to the gates as long as 
the royal party remained in the palace 
and while the latter passed through 
to join the procession. 
These troops 


then formed a single line across the 
fore court facing tbe wall and saluted 
as the royal party passed by. 


The roof was covered with tbe palace 


servants, and this was the only sign of 
life within the palace precincts. Out- 
side the fore eourt was assembled a 
large body of volunteer officers, who 
though not performing any duty, had 
come several hundred strong from all 
parts of the '-Kingdom' and, clad in a 
great variety of uniforms, took up their 
position here to accordance with the 
general invitation extended to all vol- 
unteer corps. 


Another striking group before Buck- 


ingham palace was composed of pic- 
turesque old Chelsea pensioners—naval 
veterans, many of whom bore visible 
evidence'of service for ^he late queen 
in hard fighting id many lands. Here, 
too, was a group of wounded, khaki 
clad convalescents, eloquent of the 
South African war. 
Earl Roberts as 


he passed them on his way to Victoria 
station performed one of those little 
actions which have endeared him to 
every British aoldier. As soon as he 
espied them he reined up bis charger, 
and, riding close up, he addressed them 
for a couple of minutes in words which 
doubtless will go far to make them for- 
get tbe paina of 'their wounds and their 
sufferings. 


In the small quadrangle in front of 


St. James' palace was another interest- 
ing gathering. It was of veteran offi- 
cers, all in full uniform, one group be- 
ing entirely composed of generals. 
Many were very old and bent, but ev- 
ery one bad soldier stamped all over 
him. Here and there an empty sleeve, 
Btlcks evidently carried for real assist- 
ance and a glittering array of medals 
on every breast gave evidence that 
these war scarred veterans had done 
yeomen's service for her in whose hon- 
or they had now assembled for the last 
time. 


Of tha greatness of the multitudes 


who saw and the even greater multi- 
tudes who remained, but saw not, oth- 
er dispatches have spoken. No coign 
of vantage was vacant The trees in 
Hyde park were thick with people, and 
there were one or two accidents caused 
by the breaking of overloaded branch- 
es. Every roof was crowded. The wo- 
men were not less enterprising than 
the men In securing a foothold, how- 
ever scanty, from which it was possi- 
ble to look over the heads of the crowd. 
Girls and women scrambled upon walla 
and railings and even trees, clinging 
iwhere it seemed Impossible for any 
lone except boys, athlete* or sailors to 
bold on, but even the briefest glimpse 
»f the passing gun carriage was consid- 
ered ample recompense for any exer- 
tion. Those able to say that they bad 
teen that went home satisfied. 


Probably no one In the whole of Lon- 


3on, however, was more relieved or 
satisfied when the day's programme 
was safely ended than Chief Inspector 
Melville of Scotland Yard, who was 
responsible for the safety of the great 
assemblage of royal personages. No 
greater opportunity fur a great coui> 
by one desperate, dastardly outrage 
ever tempted Europe's horde of anarch- 
ists, but the most elaborate precautions 
had been taken. In addition to all of 
bis own best men. Inspector Melville 
had tbe pick of European detectives, 
the secret service men of Berlin, Paris, 
St Petersburg, Vienna and many of 
Italy having come to assist him. Ev- 
ery royal personage had been unob- 
trusively shadowed from the moment 
of landing In England. But ihe train 
conveying the funeral party from Ports- 
nouth to London and, still more so, 
hat bear'r? It from Paddington to 
.VIndsor It seemed might be considered 
o have offered the greatest temptation. 
The latter carried the royal passen- 


gers enumerated elsewhere, who were 
gathered as if to offer opportunity for 
one blow to destroy them. To guard 
j.£ainit any mischance the line on both 
Journeys was practically watched yard 
\j yard the whole way. It bad been 
carefully examined and ton, a whole 
ulght and a day was guarded by every 
available servant of both railway com- 
panies, lu addition there were numer-

CHILLED MEAT FOR EUROPE. 


Arrangement! Made to Send Eaov* 


mouB Quantities From the Plata. 
The Royal Mail Steanw-hip company 


has contracted to install In each of ite 
steamers plying between Europe and 
the Rio Plata a chilling apparatus with 
capacAy of 1,500 beef carcasses, says 
the New York Sun. 
Three thousand 


carcasses will be shipped to Southamp- 
ton each month by a single Montevideo 
company. 
The average voyage from 


the La Plata requires about 22 days. 
Other meat companies are making sim- 
ilar arrangements, and, according to 
Consul Swalm of Monte-rldeo* the P.lo 
Plata countries are going to be a stron- 
ger competitor in the future with tbe 
United States in the English a 1 other 
European markets. The cattle mil be 
almost entirely gnua fed and will 
make excellent beef. 
Consul Swain 


adds that tbe number that can be ex- 
ported annually from Uruguay and Ar- 
gentina will approximate 
1,000,000 


head. The cattle will include a great 
many crossbred Hereford and Short- 
horn stock and will not cost, slaughter- 
ed and shipped, on an average more 
than $30 in gold per head. 


Dr. Eduardo Wilde, the new Argen- 


tina minister to Washington, said 
awhile ago that more than 50,000,000 
cattle were feeding on the pampas of 
his country. We ourselves are ship- 
ping vast quantities of beef to Europe 
every year, but the passage across the 
Atlantic is so swift and the water so 
cool that the meat Is merely chilled and 
kept in cold storage. In going from the 
Rio Plata to Europe, however, the ships 
must steam across the seething tropics. 
Days are spent In the equatorial re- 
gions, and nil meat must go either 
alive or frozen. 
Living animals are 


expensive freight, and the result is that 
for some years Argentina and Uruguay 
have been shipping all the beef and 
mutton sent to Europe in a frozen con- 
dition. Millions are Invested in frozen 
meat establishments, and one of them 
Is said to be tbe largest in the world. 
Large quantities of horses and cattle 
were sent to South Africa during the 
war.

The death ofl a newspaper of the age 


jl the News is rare, and this case is 
therefore one o' general interest. The 
^ast issue of the paper was No. 6 of 


the S3d volume. The News was founded 
in 1857 by Colonel W, H. Phillips, now 
oil Pittsfleld, and J. P. Clark. In 1859 
H. L. Phillips entered the firm, which 
then took the name of W. H. Phillies 
& Co. InJ I860 Mr. Clark retired from 
the flrm. and a fftw year" later the 
paper was merg-ed with the Transcript. 
Later the establishment was sold to 
the late Judge Robinson, but a few 
years aflter this transfer the News was 
re-established and soon passed into the 
possession of the late James C. Ansrell 
and a Mr. Mandeville, who conducted it 
for a time under the firm name of 
Angell & MarJJeville. The latter retired 
before having been connected with the 
paper any gr<=>at length of time, but 
Mr. Angell continued it for many vears 
having various partners at different 
times. In the fall of IS82 he leased the 
papsr and job printing establishment 
connected witn it to Oatman Bros, of 
Pittsfield few three years, with the priv- 
ilege ofl buying, but they failed in less 
than a year and the business passed 
into the hands of A. W. Hardman^ 
Later E. A. MeSIillin entered into part- 
nership with Mr. Hardman) under the 
firm name of Kardman & McMillin, and 
a year or two later Mr. Hardman re- 
tired, leaving Mr. McMillin sole prop- 
rietor. 
In 1S9S Mr. Byam, who had 


been in Mr. McMillin's employment for 
some time, took an interest in the busi- 
ness, an'i the firm name became Mc- 
Millin & Byam. The nsxt of the many 
changes in ownership which the busi- 
ness had undergone was the retirement, 
of Mr. McMillin, and Mr. Byam became 
the sole proprietor. 


The paper was published for many 


years on State street, but after Mr. 
Byam came .ito possession of it he 
moved the office to a buildink owned by 
Morris Gatslick, in the rear of the'Gat- 
slick block on Main street, where It 
is still located. The paper has had a 
remarkable career. There a-re probably 
few publications in the country that 
ha%re had as rqany owners in the same 
length, ofl time. Change of ownership, 
and this with unusual frequency, has 
marked its history. There were times 
when the paper enjoyed a comparative 
degree of prosparity, but as a rule Its 
existence has been one of struggle and 
hard work to keep afloat. And this 
has been especially true since the a£- 
vent of daily papers in this city. The 
growth of the rity to proportions which 
made daily papers not only possible, 
but imperative, brought changes of 
conditions that placed the weekly news- 
paper so far cvt of date, excepting, of 
course, the Sunday papers, that the 
struggle for existence became unendur- 
able, anfd in giving it up Mr. Byam 
has undoubtedly adopted 
the 
wise 


course. The i>ame of the paper was 
changed a few years ago from the Hoo- 
sac \ alley News to the North Adams 
News, and the lorm of the publication 
was also charged, but these changes 
failed to effect the desired result, and, 
in tact, it is dirticult to imagine any- 
thing that could have done this. 
It 


was impossible for the paper to pre- 
sent fresii nev»s in competition with 
t^o hustlinigr dailies, and as a news- 
paper it was bound to tail. Its death 
was due solely to natural causes. North 
Adarns ceased to be a profitable field 
tor a weekly nevspaper some time ago, 
and the demise of the News after an 
existence of a thlid ofl a century simply 
emphasizes a Jact that has long b2en 
recognized by publishers and publio.

the News was last published.

About 40 delegates arrived last night 


on the 8 o'clock train from the east 
and the 9 o'clock train from the south. 
They were met at the station and es- 
corted to the parish house, where art 
informal reception was held and lunch 
was served. N;> business was dona last 
evening. At the close of the reception 
which gave the delegates an opportun- 
ity to meet f>ach other and form ac- 
quaintances, iriey were -assigned 
to 


their quarters in the homes of the peo- 
ple of St. John's parish arJd at the Wel- 
lington), Darrow and Wilson hotels. 
Those who arrived last night were from 
Providence and Westerly, R. I., Hart- 
ford, New Haven and Lime Kock, 
Conn., Gardiner, Me., Fitchburg, Cam- 
bridge, Everett, Charlestown, Boston 
and Jamaica Plain. More arrived t'his 
mornling firom places nearer by, and 
there are over 50 in all from out of the 
citr. 


This morning ct 9 o'clock there -was 


morning prayer at the church, and an 
address ofl welcome was delivered by 
Rev. J. C. Tebbetts. The business ses- 
sion opened at the parish house at 9.30. 
Mr. Billings of Boston presided and 
C. H. Smith of Providence was secre- 
tary. The secretary read the minutes 
of the last meeting, anil the treasurer's 
report was submitted by Mr. Crabtrc* 
of Fall River. It showed total receipts 
for the year of $49.53, and the expenses 
were $24.30, leaving a balance of $25.23.

EVIDENCE DID NOT SHOW CAUSE 


Report of inquest on Double Fatality 


at Hoosac Tunnel 


Samuel D. Conant of Greenfield, one 


ofl the special justices of the superior 
court, whop resided at the inquest held 
January 26 to loarn the cause of the 
death of Orrin and Archie Kingsley, on 
the Hoosac Tunnel and Wilmington 
railroad, January 11, filed his report in 
the office of the clerk of courts yester- 
day afternoon. Ihe evidence is review- 
ed to the extent of possibly 1500 words. 
It states that there was a mixed train 
of passenger and freight cars, that the 
accident happened about one-third of a 
mile from the Hoosac Tunnel station! 
and that the t-a.in was running about 
eight miles an hour. 


The accident happened just where the 


switch track branches from, the mam 
track to florm Ihe T. The ensrine and 
tender Idft the main track arJi ran 
off onto the sv itch, while the freight 
cars remained i,n the mam track. The 
deaths of the *wo men is thus described 
"As the engine slued around, the fire- 
man, Orrin Kingsley, jumped and was 
struck by the tender as it went over 
and was caught by the forward trucks 
of the secorJd fi eight and carried alone-. 
He was killed by the falling ofl the ten- 
der upon him and was found between 
the rails of the irain track, underneath 
the trucks. The car was jacked up to 
recover the body. 


"Archie Kingsley, the vigineer, jump- 


ed as the ensrine and tender were tis- 
ping over anl3 was crushed by the tend- 
er. 
He was found with the step ofl 


the tender holding him down close to 
the main line of the track. Both men 
were instantly killed. 


After d^-sfribins the tracks, equip- 


ment an9 so forth, the conclusion of 
J.UC ii,poit iS c.3 follows: "I find that 
the said Archia Kingsley anti Orrin 
Kingsley came 1o their deaths in the 
manner herein before set forth and that 
their deaths resulted from an accident 
on said railroad, no sufficient cause for 
which appeared in the evidence intro- 
duced before :r.e." 


Small Boy Run Over 


Another small boy was run over by 


a sleigh last evening, this brand of 
accident being unusually numerous 
just now. A 10 years old boy living in 
Willow Pell was playing with a com- 
panion on Union street, when he ran 
out in front of a horse harnessed to a 
cutter. He was knocked down and run 
over, the runner of the sleigh passing 
over his arm and leg.
